Historian John Allen 
Speaks at Meeting of 
Saline County Women’s Clubs 
John W. Allen, Southern Illinois 
university professor, returned to 
his old home at Eldorado Tuesday 
evening, to speak at a meeting of 
the Saline County Federation of 
Women's clubs.

He mentioned the fact that a 
young judge named Parish pre 
sided at a noted trial in Franklin 
county and that his instructions 
to the jury are used in nine out 
of ten cases in courts all over 
the United States, or are cited 
(luring the trial. 
The personality that he chose 
to emphasize was that of William 
Newby, who volunteered to serve 
in the Union Army during the 
Civil War, was shot in the head, 
and left for dead on the battle­ 
field. 
But. a demented prisoner 
who emerged from Andersonville 
prison was later identified as Wil­ 
liam Newby. 
The riddle of this personality, 
confused with that of another man 
from the same community at Mill 
Shoals, 111., who was wounded in 
the head accidentally and also be­ 
earn* demented, formed another 
court trial that is one of the most 
frequently mentioned iu law cir 
d es as a court record of post 
Civil War tragedy.

Hurricane Hits 


Bahamas After 


Swipe at Haiti 


MIAMI np — Hurricane Hazel j 
swept through the south-eastern ! 
Bahamas today with diminished 
force after a devastating swipe 
at western Haiti where towns were 
flooded and many persons were I 
reported killed 
Highest winds 
were down to I 
minimum hurricane .strength of 75 
miles an hour, but an advisory 
from the Miami Weather Bureau I 
warned the intensity may build j 
up again when the howler hits 
open water later today. 
Hazel was crossing Great Inagua j 
Island’s northeast section. 
The advisory said Hazel lost her ' 
power, originally 
115 
miles 
an j 
hour. when it slammed into the 
7,000-foot high peaks of Haiti. 
The island of Mayaguana. which 
lies about 160 miles north of Haiti, 
was on the alert for the approach­ 
ing hurricane 
The island is the 
site of a guided missile station. 
Heaviest damage from the storm ! 
was on Haiti. 
Meager communications made it : 
impossible to arrive at an accurate! 
csaualty figure, but reports from 
the thickly populated island spoke 
of at least 200 deaths or injuries. 
At least 800 persons were home ! 
less in the city of Aux Cayes in 
southern Haiti, 
Weather forecasters warned that 
the hurricane might regain its full t 
strength over open water. The Ba­ 
h a m a s battened down as far

winds and high seas.
